The Publications Council 


The Publications Council is composed of 
seven faculty members appointed by the 
President, one member from each of the 
four classes, elected by the classes, and four 
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ex-officio members. These four are _ the 
editors of The Yucca, the Avesta, The 
Campus Chat, and the business manager of 
the student publications. 


The council has general direction of the 
student publications. It elects the editorial 
staffs of the different publications. The 
faculty members are assigned to advise with 
the different student groups and to assist 
them in their different activities. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 
Activity Ticket 


1. It gives you entrance to the athletic 
field for conference football games, basket- 
ball games, and track events. 

2. It gives you the privilege of attending 
the Fine Arts Numbers. 

3. It admits you to the regular Saturday 
night stage show and picture show on the 
purchase of an additional ten cent (10c) 
ticket (plus 8c Federal tax). 

4. It entitles you to receive the student 
publications. 

5. It gives you entrance to the Recrea- 
tion Park, where equipment for many sports 
is provided for your pleasure. 

6. It gives you admission to all “free 
shows” presented in the auditorium. 

7. It igs not transferable. If presented by 
any other than the owner, it will be for- 
feited and taken up. 
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Athletic Council 


The Committee on Athletics is composed 
of five representatives of the faculty and 
four of the student body, one from each 
class. This committee has full control of 
the principles and policies governing local 
and inter-collegiate athletics. It awards let- 
ters, trophies, and medals to all deserving 
athletes upon recommendation of the sev- 
eral coaches primarily concerned. Its meet- 
ings are regular and continue throughout 
the long session. 


Class Absences 


A student who is absent from class must 
present to his instructor an absence card 
from the office of the Dean of Women or 
the Dean of Men not later than the second 
recitation after the absence occurs. After 
this tume no absence will be excused. 

1. A penalty of three per cent will be 
assessed for each absence not excused by 
the Dean of Men or the Dean of Women, 
respectively. Before and after a holiday, 
this penalty is doubled. 

2. No student will be given more than 
one no-penalty absence from each class dur- 
ing a semester, unless he is ill in the Col- 
lege Hospital, or unless he presents a state- 
ment from a local or family physician. 

3. Absence from class owing to extra- 
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curricular activities or to participation in 
departmental work entails no penalty, pro- 
vided a card is presented from the office 
of the Dean of Women or the Dean of Men. 

4. Before a class absence will be excused, 
members of the faculty must file in the 
office of the Dean of Women and the Dean 
of Men a list of students whose absences 
are due to participation in departmental 
work or extra-curricular activities. 

5. Tardiness not satisfactorily explained 
to the instructor is considered an unexcused 
absence and must be reported by the in- 
structor to the Dean of Women or the 
Dean of Men, respectively. 

6. Whether excused or unexcused, two 
tardies in any class during a semester are 
equivalent to one unexcused absence and 
carry automatically a three per cent pen- 
alty, assessed by the instructor. 


Class Organization 


Each class in the college has its own 
organization and meets at least once a 
month at a definite time and place. All 
classes are expected to meet not later than 
October 1 for the purpose of electing officers 
and perfecting their organizations for the 
year. | 

It is an established custom for the Senior 
Class to have, some time during the second

semester, a Senior Week, and also a formal 
convocation at which time the commence- 
ment address is given. 


College Clubhouse 


The College Clubhouse is located on the 
corner of Avenue A and Sycamore Street. 
The purpose of the clubhouse is to pro- 
vide a place for club meetings, parties of all 
kinds, and for other social purposes. Ar- 
rangements for entertaining guests and 
dates for club meetings must be made with 
Mrs. Wesson, who is in charge of the club- 
house. Students who bring lunches to the 
college are asked to eat in the clubhouse 
and not to eat in any of the rest-rooms. 


The College Hospital 


The college maintains a hospital in charge 
of a graduate nurse and employs one full- 
time physician. The office of the physician 
is in the hospital, and his services, as well 
as the services rendered by the hospital, 
may be had by all students who pay the 
medical fee and optional fee. Students who 
are ill enough to remain away from classes 
must go to the hospital for treatment. No 
calls are made to the boarding houses by 
the college physician. 

No charge is made for meals, room, or 
services rendered by the college physician 
and nurses while the student is in the hos- 
pital. However, students are required to pay 
for any drugs which are purchased on 
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prescription from drug stores in the city. 

Bed patients may remain for a period of 
one week, which may be extended to ten 
days upon the recommendation of the col- 
lege physician. If patients continue ill after 
this time, they must make arrangements to 
go to the Denton Hospital, or to the Med- 
ical and Surgical Clinic, or to any other 
hospital preferred, as the College Hospital 
is not equipped for taking care of patients 
during protracted or serious illness, nor 
does it have the necessary finances. 

Students who wish to call a physician, 
other than the college physician, may do 
so with the understanding, of course, that 
they bear the extra charge. 

No relatives of students are provided 
with meals or rooms at the hospital. 

Students who make use of the hospital 
without first paying the medical and op- 
tional fee are charged $2.00 per day, ex- 
clusive of meals. 

Hospitalization is not provided during 
holidavs. The hospital will be closed dur- 
ing such periods. If medical attention 1s 
required, it will have to be obtained from 
city physicians. The expense of such ser-_ 
vices will have to be borne by the student. 


Dead Week 


In order to provide for the students suf- 
ficient time for review and rest before the 
beginning of the semester examinations, a 
period is set aside seven days before the be- 
ginning of the semester examinations to 
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be known as dead week. The social calendar 
of the college is to be closed during this 
period, as well as during semester exami- 
nations. 

The faculty is also asked not to give 
written examinations other than those con- 
cerned with daily lessons; and all themes, 
notebooks, and term projects must be turned 
in during the last seven days of each semes- 
ter before the semester examinations. 


Employment 


1. Fill out a card in the office of the 
Dean of Women or the Dean of Men, respec- 
tively, if you wish to secure employment. 

2. If you wish to work, try to avoid 
scheduling the first period in the morning 
and the period just before noon. 

3. Students who work for both room and 
board should not put in more than four 
hours each day, and a definite understand- 
ing should be had as to the amount and na- 
ture of the work required. 

4. Students who are working are advised 
to schedule not more than four courses be- 
sides physical education. 

5. Students who are working will not be 
excused from physical education. 


The Extension Service 


The purpose of extension work is to aid 
teachers who wish to continue their study 
and preparation while at work in the field. 
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The expense is moderate, and the instruc- 
tion comprehensive and thorough. The work 
of the department is done by members of 
the regular staff of the college, and credit 
is given on the same basis as for work dore 
in residence. Dr. B. B. Harris is the director 
of this service. 


Faculty Exchange 


The faculty exchange boxes and faculty 
schedule cards are located in the west hall 
of the Administration Building, opposite 
the Business Manager’s office. Students 
may use the exchange to communicate with 
their instructors. 


Fine Arts Numbers 


During the long session the Fine Arts 
Committee will sponsor several attractions 
presented by nationally and internationally 
known artists. The plays given by the Col- 
lege Players will also be sponsored by the 
Fine Arts Committee. Students will be ad- 
mitted to the Fine Arts numbers by their 
activity tickets. 


Fire Insurance 


Because of the fire risk in campus homes, 
students are urged to take out a small policy 
of one hundred dollars or more either with 
an insurance company at home or with one 
in Denton after they have matriculated. 
Such a policy may be secured for from one 
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to two dollars premium on each hundred 
dollars, depending upon the number of 
rooms rented in each campus home. 


General Assembly 


Because of the limited classroom facil- 
ities, the college is forced again to have 
assemblies only upon notice by the Presi- 
dent or by the Dean of the College. 


General Regulations and Policies 


General regulations and policies govern- 
ing student life will be printed in a sep- 
arate folder, a copy of which will be given 
to each student in the offices of the Dean 
of Women, and the Dean’ of Men, respec- 
tively, during registration. 

All students and their respective house- 
holders will be held responsible for these 
regulations and policies, and any students 
not cooperating will forfeit their privileges 
and will subject themselves to discipline if 
offenses are repeated. 


Hazing 


Hazing is forbidden by law in all State- 
supported institutions, and any student or 
employee of the college guilty of hazing 
in any form will be summarily dismissed 
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and also subject to definite penalties pre- 
scribed by law. 


The Library 


The library occupies all of the second 
floor and the south wing of the _ first 
floor of the new library building. The library 
is open every school day from 7:45 a.m. to 
10:00 p.m., except Saturdays, when it closes 
at 5:00 p.m. 

The reserve book room is. on the first 
floor, a southeast room, which is large and 
airy, and allows reading space for more 
than two hundred students. Approximately 
5,000 books are placed on reserve ‘by in- 
structors for use in special classes. These 
books are loaned for a period of two hours 
during the day, for over-night, and for 
week-ends and holidays. They are to be 
returned by 9 a.m. the first school day fol- 
lowing the date drawn out. Students are 
asked to read the slip in the back of the 
book to ascertain the penalty if the book 
is not returned on time. 

The main reading room occupies the en- 
tire west front of the second floor of the 
new building. The room is spacious, having 
a seating capacity for about four hundred 
fifty. In this room are shelved all general 
reference books, many bound periodicals, 
and filing cases for pamphlets, pictures, 
vertical files, and miscellaneous materials. 

In the room just north of the loan desk 
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is housed the library’s collection of visual 
education materials. Here will be found 
the microfilm equipment, including about 
300 rare books on 85 mm. film, and the 
Argus reading machine. More than 2,000 
glass slides, several hundred maps, ‘and 
stereograms are located in this room. All 
materials of this type are at the disposal 
of the student body. 


The sound-proof room, containing the 
Carnegie Corporation’s gift to the college 
of an electrical phonograph and more than 
2,000 records, is located in the north wing 
of the first floor. This room is open several 
hours each day and may be used by any 
music lover. Assistants on duty will play 
any record desired. 


The current periodical room is on the 
second floor, north of the long corridor. 
Here the current periodicals, about 625, 
are shelved in alphabetical order. Back 
files of periodicals are either bound and 
placed in the stacks, or kept unbound in an 
adjoining storeroom. 


The classrooms and office of the Library 
Service Department are on the second floor 
in the east end of the north wing. All regu- 
lar library courses are taught here. Library 
110, entitled “The Use of Books and Library 
Materials,” a required course for all fresh- 
men, is held in the Library Auditorium on 
the first floor in the north wing of the 
building. 

The Recreational Reading Room occupies 
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the southeast corner of the south wing 
on the second floor. More than 2,000 at- 
tractive books on various subjects, as well 
as several hundred of the library’s rarest 
and most valuable items, are shelved in 
this room, and are accessible to all who 
desire to read them. 

The main loan, or charging, desk is on 
the second floor, left of the stairs on the 
east side of the corridor. Students desiring 
to borrow books here, where they may be 
checked out for 3, 7, or 14 days, are asked 
first to refer to the card catalogue which 
is located in 6 large cabinets south of the 
main loan desk. If books desired are for 
use in the library, white cards must be 
filled out; if books are for use outside the 
library, manila cards must be used. To 
secure books wanted, students must present 
their call cards to the attendants at the 
loan desk. Activity tickets must be pre- 
sented likewise as a means of identifica- 
tion. The “date due” is stamped in the 
back of the books loaned. 

Reserve books not returned on time incur 
a fine of twenty-five cents an hour for 
the first hour or fraction thereof and ten 
cents an hour or fraction of an hour there- 
atier. 

Seven-day or fourteen-day books are sub- 
ject to a fine of two cents per day for 
each day overdue. , 

Three-day books are subject to a fine of 
ten cents per day for each day overdue. 
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A fine of ten cents is charged for taking 
as the library a book drawn on a white 
slip 

Loss of a book incurs a fine of the orig- 
inal cost of the book, the minimum assess- 
ment being’ one dollar.

Museum 


The State Historical Collection on the 
second floor of the Historical Building now 
contains approximately 2,600 articles. It 
is open to the public daily from 1:00 until 
6:00 and Sunday from 3:00 until 5:00, ex- 
cept during the coldest weather. Appoint- 
ments for classes to study in the museum 
may be made by consultation. Dr. J. L. 
Kingsbury, professor of history, is curator.

The Teachers College Station Post Office 
is located on Avenue A at Sycamore just 
south of the Historical Building. Windows 
are open from 8:00 a.m. till 5:00 p.m. and 
close at 12:00 noon on Saturday. Mail is 
placed in boxes three times daily and is 
received at 7:00, 10:00 a.m., and 3:30 p.m. 
and goes out at the same time. The last 
pick-up is at 6:30 p.m. daily including Sun- 
days and holidays.

MUSICAL 


A Cappella Choir 


Under the direction of Dr. Bain, head of. 
the music faculty, outstanding choral groups 
have been created on the Denton Teachers 
College campus. The college A Cappella 
Choir, led by Dr. Bain, has won critics’ 
recognition and popular approval as the 
first a cappella group in the Southwest. 
Selected in open competition from a stu- 
dent body of nearly 3,000 students, this or- 
ganization of forty singers contains mag- 
nificiently trained voices whose perform- 
ances have won them more invitations than 
they can fill. Since its organization two 
years ago the choir has made 150 appear- 
ances, including several radio broadcasts 
over Radio Station WFAA, Dallas. These 
programs have been presented in frequent 
week-end trips throughout Texas, and dur- 
ing an annual tour which carried them into 
three southwestern states. Picturesquely 
clad in purple velvet and white satin robes, 
the choir has given familiar music unprec- 
edented freshness, richness, and moving 
qualities. 
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Campus Band 

The Campus Band has been organized as 
a “feeder” band for the Symphonic and 
Eagle Bands and will accommodate a per- 
sonnel which is not available to those or- 
ganizations. The repertoire of the Campus 
Band will be of a serious nature with every 
opportunity to give to young instrumenta!- 
ists the necessary preparation for member- 
ship in the other bands. Membership in this 
band is not limited to any certain number; 
it is open to any student in the college. 


Chapel Choir 

During the 1940-41 long term, for the

Junior and senior music students 
give solo recitals during the spring semes- 
ter, to which the public ig invited. 


Radio and Stage Shows 


The magic of radio has a tremendous 
appeal. Opportunities for musicians in this 
field are steadily increasing. To the stu- 
dent and prospective music student, the 
fact that the North Texas State Teachers 
College has a first-class college studio suit- 
able for all kinds of broadcasts, and that 
it maintains a weekly radio program over 
the Dallas Morning News 50,000-watt sta- 
tion, WFAA, Dallas, is vital news. Here 
the talented musician will have an oppor- 
tunity to face the microphone, to be heard 
not only by the “folks back home,” but by 
the largest audience of his career. The 
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Radio Ensemble, a small, picked group of 
musicians, furnishes the main music fea- 
tures of the broadcasts. Musical organiza- 
tions such as the Band, Symphony Orches- 
tra, A Cappella Choir, and Girls’ Glee Club 
present programs from time to time over 
WFAA. Students interested in making radio 
their profession will have an abundant op- 
portunity for experience both in perform- 
ance and announcing. 

Saturday night stage shows are an insti- 
tution at North Texas, and Floyd Graham’s 
Stage Band, “The Aces of Collegeland,” 
is familiar to student audiences, to the 
hundreds of high schools throughout the 
state where they have made personal ap- 
pearances, and to radio listeners as well. 
From North Texas to Hollywood have gone 
both Ann Sheridan and Joan Blondell. To- 
day, the little red-haired trouper who used 
to do specialties with the “Aces’”’ under her 
first maestro, the “Professor,” is the na- 
tion’s number one “oomph” girl. Collegiate 
veterans of the North Texas stage shows 
and radio studios have gone out of college 
to organize their own orchestras throughout 
the Southwest. 


Symphonic Band 


Uniformed in beautiful white cashmere 
trimmed in green, the Eagle Band is the 
official band for all North Texas athletic 
contests. When gridiron warriors crack the 
line on the playing field and North Texas 
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basketeers are championship shooting on 
the hardwood, Eagle bandsmen are always 
on duty to supplement the roars of the 
crowd. Membership in the organization, se- 
lected in open competition, is limited to 
one hundred. Academic majors in both the 
band and orchestra may receive as much 
as one and one-half hours credit per semes- 
ter for participation in these organizations. 
In the band a system of awards has been 
instituted and attractive trophies-are given 
to outstanding members. 


Symphony Orchestra 


An attempt is being made at the North 
Texas State Teachers College to produce as 
fine a collegiate symphony orchestra as 
there is in the Southwest from the stand- 
point of instrumentation, personnel, and 
program. Members are selected in keenly 
competitive tryouts held the first day of 
school. In rehearsals, held five days a week, 
the orchestra will concentrate on the con- 
cert program of the year. It 1s planned to 
present this in the major cities of Texas. 
The program for the coming’ year will in- 
clude Beethoven’s Prometheus Overture, 
Beethoven’s Furst Symphony, and Wagner’s 
Siegfried Idyll. 


Women's Glee Club 


Supplementing the choir, and of increas-— 
ing importance this year, the Women’s Glee 
Club of sixty-five voices attracts the out- 
standing women’s voices of the campus 
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which are unavailable to the Denton A Cap- 
pella Choir. With places for but 21 women 
in the latter, the larger choral group 
offers a place for the leading women sing- 
ers in the college. Members are selected in 
open competition from the entire college. 
The choir, clad in uniform dress, has a 
wide appeal, and will give a number of 
programs over the state this winter. The 
1939 Women’s Glee Club sang an entire 
concert from memory, including composi- 
tions from Bach, Brahms, and_ Richard 
Strauss. Most of its music is sung unac- 
companied, although accompaniment is used 
for some compositions. 


SERVICE 


Girls’ Forum and Forum Council 


An organization which helps to direct 
the social life of the campus and to raise 
campus standards. Every girl in the college 
is included in its membership. The work 
of the Forum is carried on through the 
Forum Council, which is composed of offi- 
cers nominated by the Forum Council and 
elected by the girls of the college, and 
twelve members elected by the girls of 
four classes, respectively.
